Negro's Confession Puts New Aspect 
On

Mt. Holly, N. J., Feb, 26.—A strong 
case 
will 
be estabHshed 
against 
George Small, who confesses the mur- 
der of Miss Alllnson. and when Prose- 
cutor Atkinson finishes the Investiga- 
tion thero will be no doubt as to the 
degree of the crime of which the negro 
is guilty. As to the conviction of Rufus 
Johnson, there arises some doubt, since 
Small in his confession assumed prac- 
tically all the responsibility of tho 
actual murder. For the sake of argu- 
ment alone, tlie question has now been 
raised 
whether 
life 
imprisonment 
could not be properly applied in John- 
son's case. There àre some who favor 
a movement to carry Johnson's case to 
a higher court on a writ of error, but 
others ara satisfied that no moral or 
legal error has beei^ made and are 
willing to accept the unlawful act as 
it Is contemplated by the s t a t u t e - 
murder 
accompanying conspiracy to 
rob being murder In the fir^t degree.

HOCH IS HÂNGBD 


FOR WIFE MURDER 


Chicago, Fob. 24. — Johann Hoch, 
Convicted uxorcide, confessed bigam- 
ist. and who, if but a fraction of the 
stories of crime that are told of hlni 
aro true, was 
one of the 
greatest 
criminals this country has ever known 
was hangei in the county jail for pol- 
eoning his wife; Marie Welcker Hoch» 


He faced death with a prayer on his 
lips for the officers of the law who 
took his life, and save for the words 
"Good bye/* his lasl utterance was an 
assertion ihat he was innocent of the 
crime for which he paid tho extreme 
penalty of the law. 


Tho last scene In the career of Hoch 
came while his attorneys were still 
making desperate efforts for a little 
more time on earth for him. His 
death, the lawyers say. has not ended 
tho appoal that v/as made in his be- 
half, and although the man himself Is 
dead, they promise to carry the case 
to the supremo court öf the United 
States. 


As the death march started, Hoch 
stopped sevpral times to shako hands 
with the attendants, saying: 
"Good 
bye. boys." Hoch's face was pale, but 
his manner was composed and his 
courag^e unsurpassed. He had said sev- 
eral times that when the hour of his 
death came he would meet it bravely, 
that he had been a soldier and knew 
how to die. His attitude on tho scaf- 
fold bore out his words in full. Ho 
stood erect, his heels close together, 
his shoulders back and his gaze di- 
rected over the heads of the crowd 
toward the f a r end of the corridor. 
Rev. J. R. Burkland, who was reciting 
the prayers for tho dying as the pro- 
cession approached tho scaffold, con- 
tinued them while Hoch was prepar- 
ing for execution. He had said that he 
did not care to say anything bn the 
scaffold, but while the deputy sherill 
was pinioning his feet. Hoch spoke to 
him in a low voice. 


'^Do you want tS say something:?" 
askod Deputy Sheriff Peters. 


"Yes," said Hoch. In a strong, clear 
tone, with a pronounced German ac- 
cent, he said: 


"Father, forgive them; they know 
not what they do, I must die, an inno- 
cent mafi. Good bye." 


He bit off the last two word^ in a 
crisp. Incisive fashion, and Just ¿s soon 
as M had uttered them tlie drop fell.

HOCH IS HANGED 
FOR WIFE MURDER 


Chicago, Fob. 24, — Johann Hoch, 
fronvictcd uxorcide, confessed bigam­ 
ist, and who, if but a fraction of the 
stories of crime that are told of hini 
nro true, was 
one of the 
greatest 
criminals this country ha« ever known 
was hanged in the county jail for poi­ 
soning his wife; Marie Welcker Hoch. 


He faced death with a prayer on his 
lips for the officers of the law who 
took his life, and save for the words 
“Good bye,” his last utterance was an 
assertion that he was innocent of the 
crime for which he paid the extreme 
penalty of the law. 


Tho last scene in the career of Hoch 
came while his attorneys were still 
making desperate efforts for a little 
more time oh earth for him. 
Hie 
death, the lawyers say, has not ended 
the appeal that was made in his be­ 
half, and although the man himself is 
dead, they promise to carry the case 
to the supreme court fcf the United 
States. 


As the death march started, Hoch 
stopped several times to shake hands 
with the attendants, saying: “Good 
bye. boys.” Hoch’s face was pale, but 
his manner was composed and his 
courage unsurpassed. He had said sev­ 
eral times that when the hour of his 
death came he would meet it bravely, 
that he had been a soldier and knew 
how to die. His attitude on tho scaf­ 
fold bore out his words in full. 
Ho 
stood erect, his heels close together, 
his shoulders back and his gaze di­ 
rected over the heads of the crowd 
toward the far end of the corridor. 
Rev. J. R. Burkland, who was reciting 
the prayers for the dying as the pro­ 
cession approached tho scaffold, con­ 
tinued them while Hoch wac prepar­ 
ing for execution. He had said that he 
did not care to say anything bn the 
scaffold, but while the deputy sheriff 
was pinioning his feet. Hoch^apoke to 
him in a low voice.

A grou^p of tihe most noted ÍDankers and steamshap men of Nippon met 
on the second day of February of tihis year in the Bankers' As&t»mbly Hall 
in Tokyo. 
This was the first public meeting of the promoters of a new 
steamship com-pany. 
At lliis meeting it was christened tthe Nippon Kisen 
Kaisha. 
A large name, 
^et the company has the consolation oif knowing 
that amid the cheerful summer growth of mushroom enterprises since the 
war it is his:ger than its name. 


The company commands the capital—no watered stock, by your leave— 
an instantly available capital of thirty million yet (15.000.000 dollars gold). 
Their 
financial 
programme sets aside ten million yen for the purchase of 
about one hundred vessels of 200.000 -tons, which are, at this present moment, 
actually engaged in shipping business undar the merchant flag of Nippon. 
The remainder of the sum, the twenty million yen, is to be spent on the 
construction of new ships. 
They will have speed, the improvements and 
other qualifications that would please the subsidy regulations of the country. 
This sum is also meant to cover the expenditure of establishing new lines of 
traffic.

From a copy of the company's financial esitimate which is before us—a 
modern book of prophecy penned hy scientific expir-rts. and peiihaps quite as 
true as any of the old-fashioned ibttas—we learu that the com/pany expects

*lE3 following account of the origin of the universally used word 
"i;are" for under dressed, half cooked meat is very jnteresaing 
as accounting for and authorizing its use; nay, making that to 
be almost classical which otherwise might well be accounted 
and so looked down upon as vulgar, i. e„ as pertaining literally 
to the vulgar herd. 


This word was new to me upon coming first to America. 
I 
determined to seek out both its derivation and application to meat when but 
half roasted or underdone, as vulgarly expressed. 
1 find then, that this word 
is frequently but corruptly pronounced as if written "rare," wlhile the correct 
spelling is "rear," 
But though rear (rhyming with fear/ is the true pronuncia- 
tion, we must uot suppose it to have the le&tft affinity tor or signification of 
rear, behind. 


Botix Junius and Skinner derive this word from the Saxon word "hrere," 
signifying 
fluent 
or trembling, like the white or yolk of an egg when raw; 
hence Junius explains the phrase •'reed egg" as a trembling egg, and Skin- 
ner im-agines that this word may come from the Greek word rheo, to flow, be- 
cause uncooked eggs easily flow or move about; or h% supposes that our word 
"rear" and the Saxon "hrere,** may both conie from the l ^ u n "rarus/' as 
op'jx)sed <io dense, iKicauee eggs boaled Jose their fluidity and grow thiek. This 
deHvation of Skinner's, ho^^ever, seems to me to be a little too far fetched. 
Whatever may have been i4s origin in the Saxon, it appeal's to have been used 
in that la^gua^e for crude and unoonoooted {h e., ra-w, ««cooked), and from 
Ibe Saxooa it comes to us in that Sensj«

Inspectors of the state agricultural 
department arc making an inspection of 
all the wholesale and retail groceries in 
the state and seeing that they conform 
with the new pure food laws which have 
recently been enacted aud which require 
that all goods displayed for sale in bulk 
or packages, shall bear a guarantee of 
their purity and a statement of their in 
grcdients if they arc manufactured from 
any substances foreign to the original 
article which they are supposed to rep­ 
resent. 
While the state department has 
instructious to cnforce the law it will 
take some time for the grocers to dis­ 
pose of the goods which they had on 
hand at the' time the law went into ef 
feet and every assistance is being given 
to get the law into operation as soon as 
possible so that there will be no undue 
activity to secure its enforcement. As 
the terms of tho law are very intricate 
aud might be misunderstood easily by 
the novice, the inspectors have been giv­ 
en instructions to visit all groceries and 
to thoroughly explain all of the different 
provisious of the law so that there will 
be no chance for any question to arise 
in the future which might cause unwar­ 
ranted delays in bringing its operation 
to the cfllcienoy which is expected.

apoplexy. 
The remains were brought to 
the undertaking establishment of R. J. 
Feiser by W. A. Feiser, manager, where 
they were kept until Thursday afternoon 
when Undertaker Nickle oE Carlisle, ar­ 
rived on the 12:26 train from Gettysburg 
when undertaker feiser took the remains 
and Mr. Nickle to Gettysburg by convey­ 
ance. from where they were shipped to 
his late home by rail. 
Mr. Garretson was 
aged about 65 years and is survived by his 
wife and nine children. 
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Gettysburg Has Blaze. 


Gettysburg, Ju ly -22,—Fire last night 
destroyed the large stables and storage 
establishment of Spalding Brothers, car­ 
riage dealers, at the corner of York and 
South Stratton Streets, together with two 
horses and a large numbsr of new vehicles 
belonging to the firm, and a large amount 
of farm implements belonging to Clifford 
C. Bream, who had the goods stored in 
the Spalding buildings. 
The origin of 
the fire is unknown, 
The loss is estimat­ 
ed at $5,000, a large part of it being cov­ 
ered by insurance. 


The fire was discovered at exactly 1 o'­ 
clock by Frank E. Cremer, of Hanover, 
and Clarence Ziegler, of Gettysburg, who 
were sleeping at the home of Mr. Crern- 
er’s father in-law, Wallace Ziegler, and 
were awakened by the blaze which threw 
its light into their bedroom window, the 
rear of the house being in direct line with 
the buildings which burned. 
Dressing 
hurriedly they gave the alarm, and it waB 
but a short while until the fire company 
w*as on the scene of the conflagration. 


The fire at this time was confined to 
the stables, in the loft of which the fire 
had its origin. 
Two plug streams were 
turned on these, but finding that it would 
be impossible to save them, attention was 
given to the main storage house and to 
another stable also occupied by Spalding 
Brothers. 
The former was burned to the 
ground while the latter was only partial­ 
ly destroyed. 
While the fire company 
w'as fighting the flames a large number of 
citizens bent their energies to saving as 
much of the stock as possible and render­ 
ed most valuable services. 
Four horses 
and one mule were saved. 
One of the 
horses saved ran out of the stable with its 
mane burning brightly. 
It ran so rapid­ 
ly, however, that the animal had gone 
but a short distance until the flames were 
fanned out. The mule which was saved 
was so badly burned that it will haye to 
be killed. The other three horses wrere 
burned very little. The heat, which was 
intense, endangered a number of other 
buildings. 
Shortly before 2:30 the flames 
were under control. 
The prompt re­ 
sponse of the fire department and the fact 
that there was no wind alone saved Get­ 
tysburg from one of the most destructive 
fires in its history.

There was no sign that 
anything was wrong until he prepared to 
retire for the night w'hen he complained 
of shortness of breath. 
He w’ent to the 
windowr for air and then managed to reach 
his bed. He grew rapidly worse and died 
before medical aid could reach him.

Medical Properties Exist 
In 
Many 
Plants Looked on ss Pests, 
•w 


It is not a matter of common know- 
ledge, says the Technical World Mag­ 
azine, that some of tho weeds “infest­ 
ing’' the land will produce the crude 
drugs which today, in large part, are 
obtained by importation from abroad. 
Alice Henkel, an assistant of the Gov­ 
ernment’s plant industry bureau, says 
that the roots, leaves and flowers of 
several of the weed species regarded 
as plagues in the United States aro 
gathered, prepared and cured in Eu­ 
rope, and not only for useful com­ 
modities there, but supply to a con­ 
siderable extent the demands of for­ 
eign lands. 


There are weeds in this country 
against which extermination laws have 
been passed which 
hold 
in 
their 
leaves, stems or roots medicinal prop­ 
erties which have a value in the work 
of preserving the health of the nation. 
It is possible in ridding land of weeds 
in order that crops may be grown, to 
make of the- uprooted “pests” a source 
of income. Moreover, it is possible to 
maintain upon land given 
over 
as 
worthless for crop-growing purposes 
a weed plantation, which, after tho 
harvest, will prove itself to be not less 
profitable than some 
of 
the 
tilled 
fields. 


NE of the most beautiful gifts that has been chronicled for 
many a day is that just made by President Willcox of the 
Delaware & Hudson railroad, to the National Association 
of Audubon Societies.1 


The fine sum of $100,000, left him by his brother, is 
turned over by Mr. Willcox to the aforesaid association for 
the protection of the birds. 


It is good to learn that there is at least one railroad 
president who has a soul, and who is able to appreciate the 
little “brothers and sisters 
of the air/* whose beautiful forms and sweet 
songs have done so much to make the earth bright dnd cheerful. 


It would be hard to conceive of a worse fortune for us all than for the 
earth to be robbed of its bird life and of the bewitching melody that such 
life makes possible for us dwellers here below. 


Surely, a birdless world would be a world of wretchedness and gloom, 
full of little but pessimism and misery. 


If it be true that the “groves were God’s first temples/1 it is equally true 
that the first music in the earliest temple was that which proceeded from the 
throats of the feathered worshippers which, out of the joy and gladness of 
their souls, sang because they could not help it. 


Poor, sinful man’s nearest approach to the heaven of his better dreams 
is in the springtime, after the long, dark days of winter, when, with 
the 
brightening skies and budding trees, the birds come back again to bless u3 
with their songs! 


The first bird note of spring! 
Where is the soul of man that is so dead 
as not to feel a new thrill, the springing up within of a strangely divine and 
holy gladness, as it is suddenly awakened from its winter lethargy by that 
voice from Nature’s heart? 


Putting the matter of the birds* welfare quite aside, and looking at the 
subject from the purely selfish standpoint, it must be apparent to all who 
have any appreciation of the higher values that in the preservation of the 
r‘tenants of the fieid and grove’* we are “making’* more than could be made 
in any other way. 


With the destruction of the birds, and the elimination from our existence 
of all that the birds contribute, our “gains’* in other directions would turn 
out to be Dead Sea apples, 


A world all gold would be worse than death. A world* with nothing but 
greed, and brute force, and brute cunning, and brute rivalry, without any 
love of Nature cr any listening for the voices with which Nature would call 
us above our dead selves to nobler things, would be worse than the outer 
darkness. 


And so President Willcox in bequeathing the handsome sum of money 
to the Audubon Societies did a double good—he helped to save the birds, and 
he at the same time helped to save us human beings from the wretchedness

Making the Lawn for the 


Country Home

LAWN, to be pleasing, must have a smooth, even surface. 
It can be perfectly level, or it can slope evenly from the 
house to the street. A level lawn is easiest to make, un­ 
less there 
happens to be a good deal of soil about the 
house, from the excavations of the cellar. Unless a house 
stands well above ground, on a good foundation of stone, I 
would advise a level lawn. 


Go over the ground- with spade and hoe and cut down 
all knolls. The soil thus obtained should be used in filling 
hollows. But do not undertake to fill any depression of the surface by sim­ 
ply dumping loose soil into it. Put in a little, work it over until mellow, and 
then beat it down thoroughly. Then put in some more, and repeat the beat­ 
ing process, and keep on doing this until the surface is even. It is very nec­ 
essary that this part of the work should be carefully done. If it is not the 
soil will settle and your lawn will have little inequalities all over its surface 
and be anything but satisfactory. 


After having leveled the ground, the surface of it should be scarified in 
some manner, to prepare it for the reception of seed. Some persons go over 
it with the hoe, making little outs all over the surface, following this opera­ 
tion with an iron rake, to pulverize the soil. This does very well where the 
grounds are small, but is a somewhat tedious task on large grounds. I would 
advise using a harrow drawn, by one horse. Go over the ground thoroughly 
one way, and* then cross-harrow it. Do not have the harrow teeth set to .cut 
deeply into the soil. This is unnecessary, as all you want to do is to pre­ 
pare the surface for the seed. If there are any bits of sward or clods after 
harrowing is completed, pulverize them with the iron rakes. 


If harrowing is not feasible, the spade can be resorted to' as a leveling 1 
tool. Or a garden cultivator can be used with a fair degree of success, un­ 
less the soil is grassy. Manure should be applied liberally, and can be dche 
most effectively when the process of leveling is going on, for then It be­ 
comes thoroughly mixed with the soil. 
I could advise chemical fertilizers, 
bone dust, or guano, because with these we get no weed seeds.—From “Mak­ 
ing the Country Home’* in the Outing Magazine.

This instantly caused a panic and when 


all frantically started to leave the stand 
one end of the structure collapsed, precip- 
teting the occupants to the floor below. 
Hiss Dodge suffered a severe sthock from 
the fall. Tip to late last night she was 
unable to use her limbe. Lucy Fuhrman's 
eft leg was broken, a compound fracture 
letweeh the knee and ankle. Bertha 
Seusner was severely bruised on the left 
eg below the knee.

The accident was due to a defective

participants were divided into two sec- 
ions, on either side. 


At last accounts, Wednesday morning,

Tho bacillus will meet 
death 
by 
electrocution, should a new method of 
sterilization proclaimed by Dr. Carl 
H. von Klein of Chicago come into 
general practice. 
Two wires charged 
with positive and negative currents 
and a metallic bowl, preferably cop­ 
per, are his weapons of death. 
With 
one of the wires applied to the out­ 
side of a vessel, the other resting in 
the fluid it contains, lie claims swift 
and sure death is meted out to 
the 
unwelcome life therein. 


‘‘Sterilizations by my newr method,” 
said Dr. von Klein, “not only kills 
all the ordinary germs and bacilli, but 
it likewise kills the fennentive germ 
and itself becomes a most wonderful 
preservative. 
I tried it on a bowl of 
milk last Thursday. 
That milk is as 
swreot and pure as possible.” 


Dr. von Klein purposes trying it on 
fruits and vegetables. 
lie also hopes 
to evolve a plan by which a copper 
mesh inserted in the 
water 
mains 
can sterilize every drop of water that 
passes through.

Agoraphobia 
(or fear 
of 
open 
spaces) is not nearly as common a 
malady as its antithesis, claustropho­ 
bia (fear of shut-in places.) 
Both are 
curious and 
somewiiat 
anomalous 
states of mind, in which an aversion 
known and admitted by the subjects 
of it to be irrational 
and 
absurd, 
nevertheless 
dominates 
conduct, 
prompts the execution of irrational 
acts and renders certain rational and 
desirable acts Impossible. 


If I had to speculate on the origin 
of these curious and spurious instincts, 
for such they may be termed, I should 
assign them to the 
revival 
of in­ 
stincts which existed in full force 
and had great biological value in our 
remote ancestry, but wrhich in most 
of us have long been obsolete. When 
our ancestors were arboreal in habit, 
this habit was their salvation from 
extinction. 
Feeble in body, destitute 
of weapons and of defensive armor, 
devoid of means of concealment, their 
safety from carnivorous foes lay in 
the agility with 
which they 
could 
climb out of reach, and in the accu­ 
racy with which they could leap from 
bough to bough and from tree to tree. 
Whenever they 
descended 
to the 
ground they were in danger. It is on 
the ground that the greater carnivora 
pursue their prey, and adapted as our 
ancestors wrere to arboreal life, their 
progress on open • ground 
was un­ 
doubtedly less rapid than among the 
tree tops, and most 
probably 
less 
rapid than that 
of their 
principal 
foes. 
Among the 
tree 
tops 
they 
were secure. 
There no enemy could 
vie with them in activity or hope to 
overtake them; but on the ground 
they were at a disadvantage. 
On the 
flat they had no chance against the 
spring of the panther or the spe6d and 
wind of the wolf; but once let them 
attain the security of the forest and 
they could grin at their enemies be* 
low. 
The 
further 
they 
ventured 
from their secure retreat the greater 
the peril they were in; the nearer 
their refuge, the more complete their 
sense of security. 
Since 
instincts, 
using the term in the sense of men­ 
tal cravings, become adapted to modes 
of life, which in turn they dictate, 
we may be sure that in the arboreal 
stage of their existence aversion ex* 
isted to any extended excursion from 
their places of security and refuge. 
Near to trees, they were 
in safety; 
far from trees they wrere in continual 
danger, and therefore in continual un­ 
easiness. 
In such a situation they 
had an abiding 
and well 
founded 
dread and sense of impending danger. 


This is the state of mind which, as 
it seems to me, is reproduced in sim­ 
ilar 
circumstances 
ip 
agoraphobia. 
The craving of the 
subject 
of this 
malady is to be near, not trees, nec­ 
essarily, it is true, but near to some 
tall, vertical structure. Awfay 
from 
such a structure, he has just the feel­ 
ing of dread, of impending danger, of 
imminent 
disaster, 
of 
something 
dreadful about to happen that a man 
would have who was walking through 
a jungle infested by tigers, or that a 
child has when alone in the 
dark. 
And this is just sucli their natural 
habitat. 
I have seen 
a woman af­ 
fected w'ith agoraphobia 
get 
from 
one side of a court to the other by 
not only going around by the wall, 
and touching it 
all the 
way, but 
squeezing herself up against it, and 
clutching at the bare surface. Suffer­ 
ers from this malady 
cannot cross 
an open space. They cannot venture 
more than a step or two from some 
vertical surface. 
They feel no un­ 
easiness in a colonnade, open 
all 
around them 
though 
it be. 
Their 
reason tells them that their dread is 
groundless, but reason is powerless 
against instinct, and an imperioua 
instinct 
shouts 
“danger” 
in their 
ears. 


The opposite 
malady, claustropho* 
bia, seems to me to reproduce a state 
of affairs of much later occurrence in 
our racial history. 
When 
arboreal 
habits at length began to be aban­ 
doned, and« our anthropoid ancestors 
began to shelter themselves in hol­ 
low trees, in caves and holes in the 
ground, there must often have been 
a conflict between the immeasurably 
old, primitive habit of roosting under 
the open sky and the modern inno­ 
vation of taking shelter 
from the 
Weather. The sense of confinement 
must have been 
very irksome. 
We 
may be sure that there was no sur- 
den revolution in the mode of life. 
The new habit 
was adopted 
very 
gradually. 
Only in some very vio­ 
lent storm would the first indwellers 
creep into a hole 
for 
shelter, and 
they would soon find their circum­ 
scribed quarters intolerable, and brave 
the elements as soon as the weath­ 
er began to moderate. 


Perhaps the new instinct was first 
implanted in the young by the par­ 
ents bestowing their tender offspring 
in holes ¿«ring their own abteence or 
when cc!d and rain became sever^. 
It is no* easy to teach 
an old 
dog 
new titcks; but a young wild rabbit 
or squirrel, taken 
at a very 
early 
age from the nest, never 
acquires 
the untamable wildness that is so 
conspicuous a feature in the charac* 
ter of the old. 
In any case, the habit 
of taking shelter 
in more or less 
closed spaces wras a habit of slow 
and gradual acquirement, and 
wTe 
may be 
sure that it was 
not 
ac­ 
quired without many a. relapse and 
many a backsliding. 
We can almost 
hear the jeers and scoffs of the stout 
old Tory anthropoids at* the effem- 
Uaxcj 
oi their 
degenerate 
Juniors, 


who should seek a shelter that their 
forefathers 
would 
have 
scorned* 
The habit has not yet been fully ac­ 
quired by all our race, for we see, 
even at this late day, many persons 
of human status to whom the shel­ 
ter of a roof *is abhorrent, and who 
prefer, in the w’orst of weather, to 
He out under 
a hedgoside 
rather 
than submit to the restraint of roof 
and walls. 


It is to the imperfect acquisition 
of this later instinct to seeking shel­ 
ter in confined spaces, or rather it 
is to the reassertion over it of the 
more remote and earlier instinct of 
craving for the open sky, 
and irk­ 
someness 
of confinement, that the 
malady of claustrophobia seems to 
me to be due. 
In the subject of this 
malady is 
revived 
in 
its original 
strength that craving for open sky 
and open air, for possibility of move­ 
ment in every direction, which wrere 
ingrained in our ancestors by their 
free arboreal lives, and which w’ere 
overcome with such difficulty 
when 
first they descended to inhabit terra 
firma. 
Like the sufferer from ago­ 
raphobia, he who suffers from claus­ 
trophobia experiences the revival of 
an ancestral instinct that has been 
lost more recently than that revived 
in 
agoraphobia. 
Since 
it 
existed 
down to a later date, since 
it has 
been more recently lost, * it Is more 
easily revived, and this is the rea­ 
son, I think, that claustrophobia is 
so much less rare than agoraphobia. 


Whatever their origin, the two mal­ 
adies are equally 
inveterate. 
They 
are refractory 
to 
remedies. 
They 
are recalcitrant to treatment. 
They 
endure for years, and often 
for a 
lifetime.—London Lancet.

GERMANY IMPORTS MEN. 


Emigration Has Ceased, but Conscrip­ 
tion Deprives Farms of Men, 


According to Count von Posadowsky- 
Wehiner, secretary of the Interior, as 
quoted by the London Daily Mail’s Ber­ 
lin correspondent, emigration from Ger­ 
many has ceased. The minister, speak­ 
ing of the present extraordinary pros­ 
perity of the country, said: 


“Germany has definitely ceased to 
be an exporter of men. 
She has be­ 
come an importer and on an increas­ 
ingly large scale. 
Not only our man­ 
ufacturers, but also our farmers are 
now wrestling with the problem of 
Where to find sufficient hands. 
They 
are compelled to hire what foreign la­ 
bor is obtainable, Russian, 
Polish, 
Hungarian and Italian, while we have 
lately witnessed the strange spectacle 
of even England being drawn upon to 
ameliorate the abnormal conditions in 
our dock, 
arms 
and 
ammunition 
trades." 


Count von Posadowsky pointed out, 
however, that the importations, while 
they relieved the industrial situation, 
had introduced doubt ini and even dan­ 
gerous elements into German social 
life. 
He elaborated this point and 
continued: 


“Compulsory military service, is 'the 
important foundation of our national 
education and therefore our pride, but 
strangely enough we find that it is con­ 
scription which is operating to denude 
the farms of a sufficient supply of na­ 
tive labor. 


“A youth taken from the plough 
and given a two years taste of town 
life becomes hopelessly alienated from 
rural pursuits. 
He prefers to be an 
attendant at a Berlin hotel, a door­ 
keeper in a Hamburg office, a footman 
in Cologne, a waiter in Munich, any­ 
thing to preserve him from his newly 
acquired ennui of existence amid the 
hayfields." 


The influence of these men on their 
sisters and sweethearts operates sim­ 
ilarly to draw women and girls from 
the country to the towns. The result 
is that agriculture is suffering severe­ 
ly, and labor has become more essen­ 
tial than the maintenance of the stand­ 
ard of prices. 


Count von Posadowsky said the gov­ 
ernment had received no official inti­ 
mation that Canada wishes or intends 
to enter into tariff negotiations with 
Germany, but 
it 
would welcome a 
Canadian commission to discuss 
the 
subject because, as was found at the 
recent conferences with the American 
tariff commissionerss, personal contact 
was the most sensible and most ef­ 
fective way of approaching complicated 
international questions.

acetylene was found to develop about 
fifty-seven thousand British, thermal 
tiuits against about twelve thousand 
for a like quantity of hydrogen. 
In 


Europe the oxy-acetylene blow-pipe is 
employed on a large -scale in welding, 
and proves very satisfactory. 


The automatic production of wire 


fencing in continuous rolls is a late 
development in electri; welding- Gal- 
vanized- wires -are fed from reels ar- 
ranged vertically and parallel to each 
other, and from another reel placed 
transversely to these are cut off 
lengths of wire, which are fed horizon- 
tally across the vertical wires. At the 
points of imerseetka of the horizontal 
and vertical wires, welds are made by 
means of small transformers. 
The 


welded section, is then moved forward 
a regulated distance, and the operation 
is repeated. 


To Make a Canary 


Generally any kind of soft, sibilant 


noif-e will tempi a bird to sing. A ca- 
nary hung in a kitclien will usually 
start his song if he hears, say. the 
frizzling of a frying pan. We utilize 
special devices to tempt the shy sing- 
er. who is. perhaps, rendered the more 
bashful by finding himself in novel 
surroundings. 
For this purpose we 


employ 
whittles 
and song organs. 


which, artificially reproduce the "tours"' 
of the roller. This latter method is 
found to be irresistible when all other 
plans have failed. The bird feels ap- 
parently that he is being challenged, 
and forthwith responds to the chal- 
lenge by pouring forth, the best of Ms 
song.— London Post.

Look at the 
titles of some of Mr. Mitchell's most 
popular songs: "Dear Sunny Days 01 
the Past," "Dance Me, Papa, on Your 
Knee." "Amber Tresses Tied ia Blue." 
''The Lane That Leu to School." "My 
Love Sleeps 
Under the 
Daisies,'" 


'•Speak to Me Kindly." "Little Bright 
Eyes at the Window." "Maggie With
